Twenty-five 
to thirty pounds of silage per day w ill 


k e e p the milk yields up to a point 
practically as high as could be reached 
on pasture. A silo Is indispensable on 
the dairy farm. 
It means summer 
conditions all the year round. 
The value of silage for bevf steers 
has not been fully dem onstrated as 
yet. although a great many feeders are 
using It with satisfaction. 
Used in 
moderate quantities, it cheapens the 
cost of gain and keeps the anim als 
healthy. 
For calves aud stock cattle 
silage is an excellent feed, keeping 
them thrifty and making cheaj»er gains 
than could be produced iu any other 
way. 
Ail kinds of sheep do well on silage. 
It is a good feed for hogs if fed in 
m tderation, 
and chickens are very 
fond of it. 
The main consideration in locating 
the silo is to have it convenient. Sine? 
most of Uh* silage will probably lie fed 
to dairy cows. the l*est place for the 
silo will be at the end of the cow barn. 
Feeding bunks eau be arranged clos** 
to the silo for feeding silage to young 
stock 
W ooden Silos. 
There are several types of silos. 
Many of the first silos put up were 
built of lum ber double walled and 
shied on the outside. 
This made a 
very go**d silo, but oue that was alto­ 
gether too expensive. 
A later and 
more popular tyi>e is the stave silo. 
This is made much the same as a 
wooden 
tank. 
It 
consists 
of long 
staves held in place by hoops, with a 
mw of doors on one side. 
Stave silos 
are us**d more extensively at present 
than any other type. 
They are cheap, 
easy to erect and fairly durable. This 
latter jHdnt depends largely ujkmq the 
kind of wood used. 
W hite pine aud 
m l wood are the t*est m aterials for 
staves. They will last tw enty years or 
more. 
Cypress, Oregon fir, larch and 
hard pine are all durable wood* for 
silo <*oustru<*tion. 
W hatever kind of 
lumber is used it should be of the best 
quality, straight grained, sound and 
fret* from loose knots. 
A stave silo 
should l»e kept well painted on the 
outside. 
It must Ik? anchored solidly 
with guy wires, as it will blow’ over 
easily when empty. 
The hoops will 
need to be tightened In the summer 
tim e when the lum ber shrinks and 
loosened again w hon the silo is filled. 


C em ent and T ile Silos. 
Concrete is used to a considerable 
extent in silo construction. 
If proper­ 
ly put up a concrete silo is practically 
Indestructible. 
Filos must be well re­ 
enforced with steel wire and must be 
put up by some one who understands 
the business if they are to be satisfac­ 
tory. Silage freezes worse in a cement 
tim ti in a stare silo. 
A double walled 
cement silo does aw ay with this ob­ 
jection, although it increases the cost 
considerably. 
With the recent high 
prices of lumber, however, a good dou­ 
ble walled concrete silo does not great­ 
ly exceed a go**d stave silo of the 
same size in cost. 
Stone, brick and cem ent blocks are 
nil ust*d for silos w ith good results. 
The main thing is to get them laid ac­ 
curately and properly re-enforced. 
A silo made of hollow building tile 
Is giving g*M*d satisfaction at tile Iowa 
**x|*eriment station. 
These tiles are 
laid in cement, tieing put together edge- 
wist*. The resulting dead air space is 
very effective iii preventing freezing. 
When lined with a coating of cement 
such a silo is air and moisture proof. 
It is as durable and satisfactory as a 


Cream Separators. 
W ith average cows and using the 
cream separator it Is estim ated th at 
from $50 to $75 per year can be saved 
in butter fat with ten cows. 
This 
am ount will about pay for a good 
cream separator, and its usefulness; 
will last for many years, making the 
buying of one a good investm ent. 
Be­ 
ing able to sell the cream without 
hauling the milk to the cream ery also 
aa\es much tim e and labor. 


double walled concrete silo, costs less, 
and there is less risk of failure due 
to im proper erect iou. 
Details of Construction. 
W hile the silo should be located as 
close to the barn as possible, It is not 
advisable to put it Inside the bars. 
it takes up room th at is needed more 
for other purposes, is unbaudy to fill, 
and the odor of the silage is objection­ 
able. 
There will be some odor any­ 
way, but uot so much when the silo 
is located outside the barn. 
A handy 
method of construction is to connect 
the silo with the feedway of the barn 
by a narrow chute which extends the 
full height of the silo. 
The silage 
can be throw n down this chute and 
carried into the baru. 
There should 
la* doors at frequeut intervals the 
entire length of the chute. 
A frequent 
mistake in makiug silo doors is in 
constructing 
them 
too 
small, 
thus 
making it unhandy to get out and in. 
G reat care must be taken to see that 
the doors fit snugly, as the silo must 
be absolutely air tight if the silage is 
to keep well. 
A silo is really a big 
can, and silage is nothing more or 
less than canned corn. 
The crevices 
about the door may be filled with wet 
clay before the silage is put in. or 
tarred palier may be placed over the 
doors. 
Another point to look to is to see 
that the inner walls are as smooth as 
pons I hie, go that the silage will settle 
evenly. 
Uneven 
settling means air 
spaces and decay. 
Some expense can be saved in build­ 
ing a silo by having it extend four or 
five feet below the surface of the 
ground. If dee|>er than this it will lie 
t**o much work to get the silage out. 
Either cement, hard burned brick or 
stone may lie used for building the 
foundation. The foundation up to the 
surface of the ground should be eight 
to ten Inches thick, w itll a bearing su r­ 
face :ib*int four inches wider. 
The 
foundation should tie flush with the 
w alls of the silo on the inside, so as uot 
to interfere with the settling of the 
silage. 
If the soil is of hard. im per­ 
vious clay no rt*M»r will be needed. 
In 
I* K»scr soils a «ement floor four to six 
Inches thick, made as described In arti­ 
cle 2. will be necessary. 


Sic* of th* Silo. 
I he size of the silo will de}ieud u|*on 
the am ount of stock to which silage is 
to be fed. It is better to get size from 
depth rather thau from diam eter, as 
the pressure due to additional depth 
causes the silage to keep lietter. This 
greater com pactness also increases the 
capacity of the allo. 
If fresh silage is 
to Ik* had at all time* the silo should 
N* of such a size that at least two 
inches iii depth will be fed each day. 
lf fill slower thau this it will s{Kiil ou 
top and the value wilt be reduced. The 
ordinary size fur a quarter section is 
sixteen feet iii diam eter and thirty feet 
in depth. 
If more capacity is wanted 
ten to tw enty feet may be added to the 
depth. Th** f» ii I** wing table, condensed 
from bulletin IPU of the Iowa exfH*ri- 
xuent station, gives the capacity of silos 
of various sizes:

Tram ping the silage thoroughly as it 
is put iu M one of the secrets of hav­ 
ing it keep well. 
It should be espe­ 
cially well tram ped around the edges 
After the silo is filh*d a few oats may 
l>e stuttered around on top. 
Th**se 
w III sprout, formiug an air tight cover­ 
ing. which will keep all but the top 
few inches of silage from spoiling. 


Cooling tho Milk. 
The cooling of milk is considered to 
be the most im portant point. The ad­ 
vantage of cooling is th at it prevents 
the grow th of bacteria and organisms 
w’bieh are apt to develop bad flavors 
In the milk. 
There are two ways of 
cooling milk. One is by the maximum 
of exposure to the air. and the other 
is by the minimum exposure to the 
air. 
The first method has this ad­ 
vantage. th at you cool milk quickly.

This m atter of ventilation is not some 
college professor’s fad, but a question 
of animal health, profits and good 
horse sense. 


Look A fter the Sheep. 
We hear much said about the good 
that sheep do clearing up pastures 
FLT there is such a thing as overdoing 
It. 
Don’t starve your sheep for the 
>ake of trimming up a brush lot. 
If pastures are short give a grain 
ration every day in the field. 
I’ut slats across the trough to keep 
th** sheep from fouling it with their 
feet. 
Dive your sheep plenty of trough 
room, so that they will not push and 
crowd each other. 
The breeding ewes should be kept 
strong and thrifty 
Generous and judicious feeding and 
care mean satisfactory profits in sheep 
raising. 
No animal responds more generously 
to gentle care than a sheep 
Rough, stony past urea will often 
cause lameness in sheep. 
Examine the feet for tufts of grass 
wedged between the toes. 
These will 
cause lameness. 
As the damp days of fall come on 
get your she**}* out on 
the higher 
ground. They wilt be healthier and do

One of the manual training courses 
lately introduced into the high schools 
in the famous W enatchee fruit valley 
in Washington aims to instruct both 
boys and girls In the latest and most 
scientific methods of packing apples. 
They are quick to pick the work up 
and on passing a satisfactory exam ina­ 
tion at the end of the course of instruc­ 
tion are givon certificates of efficiency. 
Not only do the boys and girls enjoy 
this course, but it fits them for prac­ 
tical work at harvest time, when one 
of the biggest problems that the ranch 
owner has on his hands Is the question 
of help. 
The idea ought to take root 
in other places. 


Food For Calves. 
One feed cold and the next hot will 
cause indigestion and then scours. 
Sweet skimmilk and a little flaxseed 
jelly will induce rapid and healthy 
growth In the calf. 
A little meal in 
the feed box will bring the cows 
promptly to the gate at milking time. 


Some experim ents in the thinning of 
apples have been conducted at the 
Connecticut experim ent station.
